Christ and the Sinful Woman 


Notes of an Address by Dr. H. A. Ironside, Pastor, 
Moody Memorial Church, Chicago, Illinois — 


“One of the Pharisees desired him that he would eat with him. 
And he went into the Pharisee’s house, and sat down to meat, And, 
behold, a woman in the city, which was a sinner, when she knew that 
Jesus sat at meat in the Pharisee’s house, brought an alabaster box 
of ointment. And stood at his feet behind him weeping, and began 


to wash his feet with tears, and 


did wipe them with the hairs of 


her head, and kissed his feet, and anointed them with the ointment. 
Now when the Pharisee which had bidden him saw it, he spake within 
himself, saying, This man, if he were a prophet, would have known 
who and what manner of woman this is that toucheth him: for she 
is a sinner. And Jesus answering said unto him, Simon, I have some- 
what to say unto thee. And he saith, Master, say on. There was a 
certain creditors which had two debtors: the one owed five hundred 
pence and the other fifty. And when they, had nothing to pay, he 
frankly forgave them both. Tell me, therefore, which of them will 
love him most? Simon answered and said, I suppose he, to whom he 
forgave most.

V. Should Divorced People 
: Marry Again? 
It is certain that when possible, 
divorce should be _ prevented. 


|| There should never be a divorce 


except for the cause of fornica- 
tion. When the erring mate can 
be won back to faithfulness, the 
home should remain intact, even 
though there has been the scar- 
let sin. Divorce is a terrible thing 
and should be avoided. Our prin- 
cipal aim is to prevent divorce 
and keep the home intact. But.we 
ought to answer honestly from 
the Scripture the oft repeated 
question as to whether it is some- 
times right or always right for 
divorced people to remarry. Sev- 
eral facts are peugse by the 
Scripture. : 

1. Scriptural divorce gives a 
right to remarry; one who has 


ja@ right to a divorce has a right 
|to remarry. The modern idea of 


some Christians that one has a 


right to a divorce, but should re- 


"| 


main single thereafter and never 
remarry, has no warrant in the 
Scriptures. In the Bible it is 
everywhere taken for granted

that a right to a divorce means 
a right to remarry. A divorce, on 
Bible grounds, means that the 
former marriage is no longer 
binding. The former husband is 
no longer a husband. The former 
wife is no longer a wife. Those 
who are. divorced on Bible 
grounds are really divorced, are 
single, unmarried, unbound. 


In the Old Testament, Moses, 
because of the hardness of the 
people’s hearts, permitted divorce 
on other grounds than that re- 
quired for divorce by the Saviour 
Himself in the New Testament. 
Nevertheless, divorce meant the 
same thing in the Old Testament 
that it means in the New. In Deu- 
teronomy 24:1-2 is this plain 
statement: “When a man hath 
taken a wife, and married her, 
and it come to pass that she find 
no favour in his eyes, because he 
hath found some uncleanness in 
her: then let him write her a bill 
of divorcement, and give it in her 
hand, and send her out of his 
house. And when she is departed 
out of his house, she may go and 
be another man’s wife.” Here it 
is clear that divorce meant the 


right to remarry. A divorce if it 
be Scriptural, breaks a marriage, 
breaks the ties between husband 
and wife and frees them from one 
another. 


2. No person should marry a 
second time if his former mar- 
riage has not been broken by for- 
nication (continued adultery). 
Those who are divorced for other 
than Scriptural grounds are still 
married in God’s sight, as we have 
shown above. Of course when the 
marriage was broken by fornica- 
tion, they are free and the divorce 
is Scriptural. Or if one of the 
parties to a divorce has remar- 
ried, then that second marriage, 
by its adultery, breaks the former 
marriage. But one whose former 
marriage has not been broken by 
fornication certainly should not 
marry again. In such cases I Cor- 
inthians 7:10-11 says: “And unto 
the married I-command, yet not 
I, but the Lord, Let not the wife 
depart from her husband: But 
and if she depart, let her remain 
unmarried, or be reconciled to 
her husband: and let not the 
husband put away his wife.” If

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help them. But | when they recog: 
nize their need and own their 
guilt, He can save them. 


I have drawn attention before to 
the fact that in this gospel we 
read of several instances where 
the Saviour dined out. Luke, who 
is presenting Jesus as the perfect 
man, shows Him to us at the din- 
ner table. There is no place where 
a man relaxes and manifests his 
true character as when he is at 
the table with good friends around 


him and good food before him. 


Our Lord did not turn down invi- 
tations even though He knew 
there was some ulterior motive in 
inviting Him. So here He ac- 
cepted this Pharisee’s invitation 
and went to his house for dinner 
and had hardly reclined at the 
table before this interesting situa- 
tion took place. 


We need to remember that it 
was not customary for the Jews to 
sit up at the table in chairs. The 
table itself was generally in the 
shape of a horseshoe and the 
guests reclined at the outside of 
the table, on couches. One took 
his place and reclined, supporting 
himself on his right elbow, and 
served himself with his left hand. 
Thus, servants passing about could 
readily wash the feet, which were 
farthest from the: table. 


Right there outside the door, a 
poor woman is looking in. I have 
no question but a number of those 
in the house knew who she was. 
She had no character, was de- 
spised by everyone, and yet she 
wanted to see Jesus and to seek 
relief from her burden of sin. Her 
heart was distressed and _ she 
longed for deliverance and for 
cleansing. We look down, perhaps, 
on those in sin and say, “Thank 
God we are not like them.” But 
we little realize how close some of 
them are to the kingdom of Heav- 
en; closer than those who are self- 
righteous. She was an immoral 
woman. All down through the 
centuries respectable people have 
looked down on her kind as they

a home is broken, with husband 
and wife separated or divorced, 
but has not been broken by for- 
nication, then let the woman re- 
main unmarried or be reconciled 
to her husband. Let the husband 
remain unmarried or be recon- 
ciled to his wife. One has no 
right to remarry if the former 
marriage has not been broken by 
fornication. 

8. Those Scripturally divorced 
have a right to remarry. This was 
necessarily involved in the first 
point above. When a person’s 


former marriage was broken by 
fornication, and he gets a divorce, 
then he has a right to remarry. 
Or when a divorce has been se- 
cured and one of the mates has 
remarried, thus being guilty of 
adultery or fornication and break- 
ing the marriage, the remaining 
mate has a right to remarry. 


Some people feel that the in- 
nocent party has a right to re- 
marry but that the guilty party 
ought to be barred from remar- 
riage. But what they have in 
mind is punishment of the guilty 
one, and they are not basing that 
contention upon the Scripture. It 
is true that one who breaks a 
marriage is guilty of great sin, 
particularly one who is guilty of 
fornication, thus violating the 
marriage vows and all the decen- 
cies of love and marriage and 
home. He ‘has grievously dishon- 
ored himself and sinned against 
God. But’ there is no law that a 
murderer cannot marry, or that 
a drunkard cannot marry, or that 
a blasphemer or a thief cannot 
marry. Men have no right to put 
a law where God did not put one, 
and to say that even though a 
marriage is broken completely, 
broken in the Scriptural sense be- 


cause there has been fornication,|°f the blame. 


the one who sins should not 
marry. Certainly one who was 
guilty of fornication and broke a 
former marriage would be a very 
poor marriage risk. If the first 
wife found him untrustworthy, 
the second would not likely find 
him faithful. But when the mar- 
riage is broken, it is broken for 
both parties; and the divorce is 
in effect. The Scriptures do not 
require those who are now un- 
married to remain single. 

If the fornicator had no respect 
for the law of God while he was 
married before, who would expect 
him to remain single now in def- 
erence to the Word of God? But 
God has no command for one to 
remain single after a marriage 
is broken by fornication. 


4. Divorced people are not good 
murriage risks, and should go 
slow about remarrying. Anybody 
should be slow to marry, should 
weigh well the responsibilities of 
marriage and the dangers in- 
volved. A divorced person should 
be doubly slow to marry. In 
nearly every case where a home 
is broken, both parties are par- 
tially responsible. It is rare, if 
ever, that a marriage fails when 
one party did all that he or she 
ought to have done to keep the 
marriage intact and to make the 
home happy and successful. So 
every divorced person may as 
well accept it as a fact that he 


has failed to prove himself ade- 
quate to hold the respect and 
love and loyalty of a mate. He 
took a solemn vow 


failed to live up to that vow. He 
had love and happiness in his 
grasp and let them slip through 
his fingers. One who is divorced 
ought to realize, and anyone who 
thinks of marrying a divorced 
person ought to realize, that one 


who has failed once in the mar- 
riage relationship is a poor risk. 
Those who have had one divorce 
are likely to have another. The 


happy is likely to fail to make 
another man happy. The mah who 
fails to be the head of his home; 
to earn the respect and loyalty 
of one wife, is likely to fail with 
a second wife. Any woman who 
marries a divorced man, or any 
man who marries a_ divorced 
woman, enters a marriage that 
is definitely handicapped. Only 
after prayer and resolution, and 
perhaps repentance, should a di- 
vorced person enter marriage. 

There are other problems to 
consider in the marriage of a 
person who has been divorced. 
First, there is often the problem 
of children of a former marriage. 
Such children are a source of 
strife and unhappiness in many 
homes. Second, there is necessar- 
ily, and even properly, shame 
connected with divorce. Do not 
think you can flaunt the opinions 
of a civilized world and not feel 
it. Do not think that you can 
discard your mate and appear 
guiltless before the world after 
having made solemn vows to take 
that mate for better or for worse 
until death do you part. Even the 
so-called ‘innocent party” to a 
divorce necessarily inherits part 
People properly 
feel that if the wife had honor- 
ably loved and obeyed her hus- 
band and made him happy, he 
would not have gone. after other 
women. If among Christian peo- 
ple there is no such thing as hav- 
ing a divorce and not feeling some 
odium attached to it. Particularly 
is this true in the -churches. In 
many, many denominations 
preachers feel that a divorced 
person has no right to active par- 
ticipation in church affairs: Some 
preachers who earnestly contend 
against divorce, but who do not 
think through the problem from 
the Scriptural viewpoint perhaps, 
may say that those who have 
married divorced persons are 
“living in adultery,” though the 
Scripture does not say that. So 
let anyone who is divorced and is 
thinking of remarrying, or any- 
one who plans to marry a di- 
vorced person, seriously consider 
the odium and the dangers in- 
volved in such a marriage. One 
had better go slow and prayer- 
fully consider. In many cases one 
would be much happier to remain 
single and find God’s blessing 
wonderfully adequate to fill the 
heart and mind with love and 
joy and service, without entering 
again the bonds of marriage 
wherein one had once suffered 
failure and shame. 


Those who have married the 
second time should not break the

VI. Weighty Human Reasons 
Back Up God’s Command to 
Avoid Divorce 


The Bible never gives a com- 
mand without good reason. It is 
always safe to follow the Bible 
because there are always weighty 
reasons why one’s own happiness 
will be promoted by doing what 
God said. God loves His children. 
God provided everything good for 
mankind. When the Scripture 
says, “Thou shalt not,” then one 
had better not. One will be hap- 


pier not to do it. When God says 
to do a certain thing, you. may 
be sure that your own happiness 
and joy will be greatly increased 
by doing what God commanded. 
So, if any feel that, despite ‘the 
Word of God, they will never be 
happy without a divorce, I bring 
to your mind some important rea- 
sons why every one should hesi- 
tate before even considering a 
divorce, 


1.. If there are children in the 
family, consider their welfare and 
happiness. God’s plan is that each 
child should have one father and 
one mother. A serious wound is 
made in the personality of any 
child who does not have both a 
father and a mother, particularly 
if this lack is connected in his 
own mind with something shame- 
ful or hateful. By the divorce of 
his parents a child’s happiness is 
greatly impaired, and often his 
character as well. Delinquent chil- 
dren usually come from broken 
homes. The woman who divorces 
her husband is more likely to see 
her children turn out to be har- 
lots and criminals, more likely to 
see them grow up without Christ 
and live in sin and die away from 
God, than. the woman who is not 
divorced. Children need a happy 
home. They need the security, the 
love, the peace and the content- 
ment that go with a happy mar- 
riage and a happy home. Any 
woman had better swallow her 
pride, take back her bitter words, 
forgive and be reconciled to her 
husband, if that be at all possible, 
rather than that the children 
should grow up without a father. 
I speak particularly to women, 
since ordinarily about six out of 
seven divorces are obtained by 
women. Now in the immediate 
aftermath of the war, about three 
divorces out of four are obtained 
by women. In most cases of di- 
vorce the children go with their 
mothers. So mother, think what 
a serious responsibility you take 
upon yourself and what a sin 
against your children you commit 
when you break the home and 
divorce your husband. 


2. Economic disaster often fol- 
lows divorce. Any woman who 
looks forward to her future se- 
curity and that of her children 
should avoid divorce at almost 
any cost. It is true that the se- 
curing of alimony has become a 
wicked and conscienceless racket. 
No doubt the divorce evil has 
greatly increased because of the 
shameless demands for alimony 
that are now often granted by di- 
vorce courts. Nevertheless, women 
had better realize that in most 
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The chaste virgin and the great 
harlot . 


The resurrection. 
The new heaven and the new earth. 


cases divorced men pay alimony 
very reluctantly, and as soon 48 
possible the alimony is reduced or 
dropped. It is only rarely that any 
man pays alimony except under 


legal compulsion. Often the man 


whose home is broken by divorce 


fails in business or loses his job, 
and his character deteriorates 
until he cannot, if he would, con- 
tinue the payment of alimony to 
support his former wife in the 
manner which he has been ac- 
customed. Usually the divorced 
husband remarries and cannot 
well support two households. It is 
a foolish woman who thinks that 
she can be secure, demanding that 
a former husband, whom she now 
hates, support her with regular 
payments while she goes on her 
way and accepts no responsibility 
for his happiness. Men are not 
made that way, and the disillu- 
sionment, the unhappiness, the 
deterioration of character that 
goes with divorce will often make 
it impossible for the husband to 
support his former wife, and it 
makes it certain that he will not 
want to do so. Women who want 
to be able to give their children 
a decent home and education and 
the comforts and opportunities of 
life should swallow their pride, 
should learn to love their hus- 
bands again, be good wives, and 
avoid divorce. A divorce is eco- 
nomic disaster both for wife and 
husband, and certainly is a grave 
economic loss to the. nation. 


8. Consider the public disgrace 
of divorce. A woman often feels 
that she can divorce her husband 
and marry more fortunately a 
second time. A man often feels 
that he can divorce his wife and 
marry again and be happy. But 
such people forget to take into 
account a_ serious fact. Many 
times one who is divorced will 
not marry in the same class of 


jsociety as one who has not been 


divorced. Decent mothers do not 
want their daughters, to marry 
divorced men. Men do not want to 
have the odium of marrying a 
divorced woman. Everybody with 
good sense knows that a divorced 
person is a poor risk. The tem- 
per, the instability of character, 
the selfishness that made mar- 
riage a failure before is likely 
to make a second. marriage a 
failure. Hence it often happens 
that a divorced person marries in 
a lower plane of society the sec- 
ond time. You cannot escape the 
odium of divorce. 


I’ still remember how people 
in the rural district where I lived 
as a boy, looked with mingled 
pity and scorn on a “grass 


pa 


widow,” a divorced woman. Many 
nice people would not invite her 
to their homes. It was more or 
less taken for granted that she 
was somehow lacking in charac- 
ter. That was usually true then, 
and is only less true now, but 
still partly true. Divorce means 
that a tragic sin has taken place, 
and that one who is divorced 
necessarily had a part, at least 
some part, in that sin. One who 
is divorced is regarded as one 
who does not keep his solemn 
vows, as one who is not true to 
his commitments, or at the very 
best, as one who could not re- 
tain the love and respect of the 
dearest and most intiniate com- 
panion he or she ever had, the 
wife or husband. 


If you get a divorce, many 
churches would hesitate 
giving you a place of responsi- 
bility and leadership. 


There is a shame and a sense 
of tragedy that hangs about a 
person who-has been divorced. I 
beg you in Jesus’ name and for 
your own happiness, to be recon- 
ciled to your companion and avoid 
divorce. 

4. Consider the shameful re- 
proach on Christianity which the 
dworce of Christians imvolves. 
This subject needs only to be 
mentioned to have its weight felt. 
Christian people ‘particularly are 
expected to love one another, to 
get along in the home, to keep 
their solemn obligation and vows. 
If Christians cannot live together 
in peace, then Christians are no 
better than heathen people, no 
better than lost people. Every 
Christian whose home life turns 
out to be a failure has brought 
reproach on his own profession 
of faith, and has brought shame 
on his own Lord and Saviour. 
Everywhere it is acknowledged 
that divorce is largely a church 
problem. Catholics stand staunch- 
ly against divorce, and there is 


less divorce among them than 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD

among Protestants who some- 
times know their Bibles better 
but are not as loyal to their 
Bibles as Catholics are to their 
church decrees. Everywhere it is 
recognized that earnest Bible 
Christianity, with a joyful ad- 
herence to the commands of 
Christ and the doctrines of the 
Scriptures, tends to eliminate di- 
vorce. So when Christians have 
their homes broken by divorce, 
there is everywhere shame on 
the part of the people of God and 
reproach on the church and on 
the name of Christ. If you love 
the Lord Jesus, then at all events 
be reconciled to your wife or 
your husband and do not allow 
your home to be broken. 

5. Dworce is the wreck of your 


~ own love and happiness. You may 


think that when you cease to love 
your. mate that he has suffered 
great loss, and he has. But what 
about your own loss? How bitter, 
bitter, is the loss of one who has 
lost his love or her love! Francis 
William Bourdillon said: 
The night has a thousand eyes, 
‘And the day but one; 
Yet the light of the bright world 
dies 
With the dying sun. 


The mind has a thousand eyes, 

And the heart but one; 

Yet the light of a whole life dies 

When love is done.*

Suppose you keep your pride in- 
tact! Suppose you say, “I am not 
going to stand it! I will get even!” 
Suppose you let your hot anger 
uphold your resolution and you 
break the marriage ties and re- 
nounce your holy vows, and give 


up all the sweet contacts and 
rewards of love. You have made 
a bad, bad bargain. You have 
brought yourself bitterness and 
unhappiness and a sense of fru- 
stration and failure that will fol- 
low you until you die. Far better 
to swallow your pride and beg 
forgiveness. Far better to forgive 
others no matter how bad the 
sin, as long as love can be re- 
vived and home can be safe- 
guarded and marriage maintained. 
-I knew: a man and woman, both 
Christians;;.who got a divorce 
after seventeen years together. 
Each soon remarried. But to each 
of them it was a tragedy. The 
man told me with tears and bit- 
terness of heart, “When you have 
given seventeen years of your 
life to one woman; when you 
have loved, saved together, 
watched over each other in sick- 
ness, gone to church together, 
eaten your meals together, reared 
your children together, you never 
get over it.” In my twenty-four 
years of ministry: many, many 
people have told me that, though 
divorced, they could never quite 
get over a sense of sadness at 
the loss they had suffered. It 
may be that love had turned al- 
most to hate, and that even the 
presence of the offending mate 
had seemed insupportable, but 
after time had cooled the temper 
and a sad and disillusioned heart 
had let its yearnings be felt, they 
realized that the divorce was a 
mistake. In nearly every case 
there is a better way, a happier 
way than divorce. To at least 
nine out of ten men and women 
who seek a divorce, I could safely 
say, “you will live to regret this

looked down on her. But we need 
to remember that there never was 
a.fallen woman unless some man 


had causéd her wretched condi- } 


tion. He who is responsible for 
the poor woman’s condition is ac- 
cepted as a member of good so- 
ciety, while she who has fallen is 
outside. Jesus said the publicans 
and -harlots would go into the 
kingdom of Heaven before the 
hard-hearted Pharisees. 


I imagine this woman was 
thinking, “If I could only get to 
Jesus, He would understand, He 
would know how to deal with me.” 
Possibly the servants were keep- 
ing their eyes on her. But she 
was waiting and watching and 
perhaps the moment the servants’ 
backs were turned, in she slipped 
and there she is down on her 
knees at the couch where Jesus’ 
exposed feet were. She burst into 
tears and realizing her need of 
cleansing, she -began to wash 
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Jesus’ feet with her tears and to 
dry them with her beautiful hair. 
With that lovely hair, which per- 
haps had lured others into her 
house of shame, she was now wip- 
ing the feet of Jesus. Impulsively 
she began to kiss His feet. This 
annoyed the Pharisee. Jesus per- 
ceived the thoughts of this man. 
“Now when the Pharisee which 
had bidden him saw it, he spake 
within himself, saying, This man, 
if he were a prophet, would have 
known who and what manner of 
woman this is that toucheth him; 
for she is a sinner.” I wonder 
how he knew so well. He knew 
her character. He knew the life she 
had lived. The Pharisee would 
have passed her by. Jesus did not 
shrink from her. He never does 
from any sinner: He did know 
what manner of woman she was 
who touched Him. But that was 
why He welcomed her. He came 
to redeem sinners. It rejoiced His 
heart when such came to Him in 
repentance. 


He read every one of Simon’s 
thoughts and He knew all of her 
thoughts. She was thinking, I 
am not worthy to come here and 
yet He will surely do something 
for me. Jesus turned to Simon 
and just as though Simon had 
spoken out, He answerd him. “Si- 
mon, I have somewhat to say unto 
thee.” (God alone knows our 
thoughts and because Jesus was 
God, He could read Simon’s 
thoughts.) And Simon said, “Mas- 
ter, say on.” Jesus answered, 
“There was a certain creditor 
which had two debtors: the one 


jowed five hundred pence, and the 


other, fifty.” Five hundred pence 
does not mean very much to us if. 


{we think of it in our own pennies, 


but according to the standards of 
those days it meant a great deal 
of money. There are some men 
who realize that they are great 
sinners and have broken the law 
of God and feel hopeless—these 
are the five hundred pence sinners. 
But there are others who say that 
they are not very wicked, they 


know they have not always obeyed 


the law of God, but did not intend 
to do wrong;.they have failed 
here and there, but in the main 
they are very good. These are the 
fifty pence sinners. 

A Sunday School teacher was 
speaking to her class of two kinds 
of sin—sins of commission and 
omission, and we are responsible 
for both. She asked, “What are 
sins of commission?” The children 
replied, ‘They are sins we com- 
mit.” Then she inquired, “What 
are sins of omission?” One boy 
answered, “They are sins we 
meant to commit and forgot to.” 
That is not it. But every time 
you fail to do the thing you know 
you should do, this is as truly sin 
as the evil things you did. The 
fifty pence sinners have nothing 
to pay, nor have the five hundred 
pence sinners. Whether you real- 
ize it or not, whether you are a 
great sinner or, as you imagine, 
you are not much of a sinner, the 
fact remains, that “There is no 
difference, for all have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God.” 
How could you make up for your 
Sins? That lie you told! You 
can never undo it! That time you 
took the name of God in vain; you 
can never atone for the wrong you 
did to God, and His Name. That 
time you fell into some _ great 
moral evil; you can never make 
that right, either toward God or 
to the one with whom you sinned. 
You have nothing to pay. You 
owe so much and you have nothing 
to pay it with and cannot settle it. 
What are you going to do about 
it? Jesus went on to say, “When 
they had nothing to pay, he (to 
whom they were indebted) frankly 
forgave them both.” That is just 
a picture of the grace of God in 
Christ. Through the work of Jesus 
on Calvary,-God is able to forgive 
every sinner who comes to Him in 
repentance. 


Years ago, in Ireland, they tell 
of an eccentric nobleman who got 
converted and his salvation was 
the wonder of the countryside. He 
was so filled with the sense of the 
grace of God that he began to go 
around preaching and _ people 
called him the crazy nobleman. On 
one occasion he posted notices to 
this effect, that he would be in his 
office from ten to twelve on a 
given day, and he would be pre- 
pared to settle the debts of every 
one of his tenants who would come 
to him. Some of the folks couldn’t 
read it and would ask someone 
else to read it to them. Many of 
them would not believe it. So 
they talked about it and the days 
went on and finally that certain 
day arrived and the people went 
down to his office at ten o'clock 
sharp, and the carriage pulled up 
in front of his office and the noble- 
man got out and entered his office 
with his secretary. Outside, the 
tenants talked among themselves 
as to whether he really meant it. 
They could hardly believe him. 
About half past eleven o'clock, an 
old man and his aged wife came 


hobbling along and the old man 
had a number of bills in his hand 
and he asked, “Is it true that his 


lordship said he would pay our 
debts?” They replied, “Why don’t 
you go in and try it?” He was sq 
anxious to be free of debt that he 
decided to do so. He and his wife 
went in to see if his lordship would 
pay their debts. Outside, people 
waited anxiously to see what 
would happen as he handed his 
bills to the landlord. His lordship 
told his secretary to total them 
up and give him a check. “Oh, my 
lord, thank you.so much. I am 
over eighty years old and now my 
wife and I can die with our debts 
paid. Now we must go out and 
tell the rest.” But the other re- 
plied, “You took me by faith and 
because you believed me _ your 
debts are paid. The rest must do 
the same.” The people outside 
waited and wondered why he did 
not come out. Finally twelve 
o’clock struck and the door opened 
and the nobleman stepped out and 
the .old couple followed. The 
Others asked him if he had his 
debts paid. He said, “Yes.” Then 
they all crowded about pleading to 
have theirs paid also. But the 
nobleman said, ‘‘My friends, I gave 
you the opportunity to come and I 
would have paid everything, but 
you would not believe me, so now 
you will have to pay them your- 
selves.”” He then used this illus- 
tration as a basis to preach the 
gospel to them. If you will not 
come to Christ, then there is no 
one to blame-but yourselves, if 
you have to face that dreadful ac- 
counting day of judgment. 

“And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. 
Tell me, therefore, which of them 
will love him most? Simon an- 
swered and said, I suppose that he 
to whom he forgave most. And 
He said unto him, Thou hast 
rightly judged.” And Jesus said, 
“Yes, you have answered well. 
You are like that fifty pence sin- 
ner who did not think you had 


came to your house, you did not do 
the things for me that are done 
in ordinary homes. You did not 


have a servant wash my feet. But 
this woman since the time I came 
in hath not ceased to wash my feet 
with her tears. You gave me no 
kiss, but this woman hath not 


done much wrong, but when I. 


ceased to kiss my feet. Wherefore, 
I say unto thee, her sins which 
are many are forgiven her for she 
loved much: but to whom little is 
forgiven, the same loveth little. 
And he said unto her, Thy sins are 
forgiven.” Why were they for- 
given? Because she washed the 
feet of Jesus? Because she wiped 
them with her hair? No, not at 
all. She did these things because 
she came to Him in repentance 
and this was an expression of her 
love for Him. 


“And He said unto her, Thy 
sins are forgiven.’’ Who can for- 
give sins but God only? Who is 
this that forgiveth sins also, they 
questioned among themselves. 
They did not understand that He 
was God manifested in the flesh. 
Ignoring them, Jesus turned to the 
woman and said, “Thy faith hath 
saved thee; go in peace.” I think 
I see her hurrying back to her 
home, and saying to herself, “TI 
must get everything cleaned up 
now. I will have to get those dirty 
pictures off the wall, and those 
vile books out of the place!” Per- 
haps some one saw her and noticed 
the different expression on her 
face and the change in her de- 
meanor, and inquired the reason. 
She would say, the old life was 
ended and a new life was begin- 
ning. 

That is what Jesus does for sin- 
ners. If you have never trusted 
Him before, will you trust Him 
now? Take Him as your Saviour 
and you will hear Him say to you, 
“Your sins, which were many, are 
all forgiven.”

First, in a broad or seared con- 


'- gcience. How broad-minded we are 
now! 


The old timers’ who believed 
in separation and holy living were 


' old fogies. Our consciences do not 
' against. the evils of the modern 
movie and some of God’s people 


say they see no harrtfrin it. I con- 
demn ‘the lecherous modern dance 
and prominent church people call 
me old fashioned and narrow. I 
preach against the curse of booze 
and am proclaimed as one who 
would take all man’s liberties 
away. I cry aloud in real alarm 
at the disregard of God’s teachings 
about purity and morality and am 
put in. my place by some church 
members who play with adultery. 
Yes, our consciences do not con- 
demn us now. The tragedy of it 
is, however, that sin has not 
changed for the better, but the 
consciences of God’s people have 
been seared and dulled and co- 
cained by sin. ‘Sin finds Christians 
out in their consciences. 

Second, sin finds Christians out 
in their character. Character. is 
not what I do but what I am. 
How hard-hearted sin has made us 
Christians of this age! 

“Souls are dying! Brother, do 
you care?” goes the little chorus. 
So many. of us seem not to care. 
Or if we care, we do not care 
much. We do not care enough to 
weep for sinners. We do not care 
enough to warn sinners. We do 
not care enough to pray for sin- 
ners. We do not care enough to 
live holy lives before sinners. We 
say we believe there is an awful 
eternal, burning Hell, but we do 
not extend ourselves much to keep 
men out of it. Oh, merciful God, 
break the hard, sin. encrusted 
hearts of Thy sinful people! I 
have «been in revivals without 
great preaching, but never have I 


seen revival without broken-heart-"}#mpregnable. 


ed Christians weeping for souls. 
I tell you, sin finds God’s people 
out in their character. 

Again, how apparently content 
and at ease and yet really miser- 
able and heartsick are God's peo- 
ple today. Sin has found us out. 
Like Lot of old; we mix in the life 
of Sodom with hearts vexed and 
sorely troubled. We are miserable 
Christians, trying to feed our God- 
hungry souls on the husks of the 
pig pen; seeking in vain to satisfy 
thirst by drinking at the polluted 
fountains of a sin-poisoned world; 
longing for joy and finding instead 


_ bitterness; wishing for victory, ex- 


pevriencing defeat. Sin has found 
uf out in our characters. 

Third, sin finds Christians out 
in their children. When Abraham 
was but. a young Christian he 
palmed his wife off as his sister. 
We can excuse him for that on 
the ground that he was young in 
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BE SURE YOUR SIN 
WILL FIND YOU OUT 


the Lord. But years later he did 
the same thing. Do not be sur- 
prised then to read in the Bible 
that his son, Isaac, was later 
guilty of the same sin. 


Christians in our day depend 
upon someone else to train their 
children, perhaps the Sunday 
School or the movie, But God 
says for parents, with husband in 
the lead, to take care of that vi- 
tally important task. “Fathers, 
provoke not your children to 
wrath: but bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord” (Eph. 6:4). 


But Christian fathers and moth- 
ers must make a living and enjoy 
recreation, must keep abreast of 
the times, must move with the 
crowd, while their children in- 
creasingly move beyond reach, 
then into trouble and reaping. Sin 
finds Christians out in their chil- 
dren. It is a terrible crime against 
the child and a sin against God 
for parents to thrust children out 
into a world like ours without 
having followed God’s repeated 
and sharp admonitions as to their 
upbringing. To fail to do'so is to 
reap heartache and sorrow. We 
needa revival of Bible: teaching 
and prayer in the homes of the 
Christians of our land. 


Fourth, sin finds Christians out 
in their churches. Sin in the lives 
and attitudes of God’s people, both 
in pulpit and pew, has brought our 
churches to the present perilous 
condition that so many of them 
are now in, where a revival is a 
thing of the past—series of meet- 
ings in many, yes; but revival, NO! 
Prayer meetings are now Bible 
studies. Power has had her wings 
clipped by sin. 

—Ahis generation is: whirling its 
way to Hell and the churches are 
unable as yet to stem the tide. 
Worldliness seems to be well nigh 
-Downright sin is 
now openly tolerated. Church dis- 
cipline is no more. Tears, prayer, 
fastings, personal purity, power 
with men and from God are gone, 
cut down by the withering sickle 
of sin. Now thoughtful men won- 
der if God will have to by-pass the 
churches to bring revival. What 
has crippled our churches? Just 
one thing: Sin in the lives of God’s 
people. 

It is shockingly true that sin 
will find the Christian out in this 
life. 

An Earnest Appeal 

I charge. you, my Christian 
friend, as you read these lines that 
you stop just here for earnest re- 
flection. I beg you, let these 
truths suggested above sink in. It 
is high time that we become 
afraid of sin in our own lives. It 
is high time we see to it that our 
own sins do not block revival and 
blessing. 

I tell you that a generation of 
children are being reared in pa- 
thetic “‘heathenism” in our Chris- 
tian homes. I tell you that we 
have let sin throttle the power of 
the pulpits: and pews of our 
ehurches. I warn you again that 
today we have a strange genera- 
tion of ‘“Christians’—Christians 
who do not weep for souls; Chris- 
tians who do not agonize with God 
in prayer; Christians who watch a 
generation going to Hell with calm 
complacency. It is time we took 
to heart the truth that sin in the 


lives of God’s people destroys all 


fellowship with a Holy God, ruins 
our. testimony before men, pre- 
vents power in our lives, and con- 
demns a visitation from God in 
mighty conviction of sin and sal- 
vation of sinners. 

I cry aloud to you, my readers, 
that this generation for the most 
part is doomed to eternal Hell un- 
less we Christians have the stuff 
to return unto our God and make 


possible a mighty outpouring of 
God’s Holy Spirit. Surely as we 


whether it be good or bad.” 


see the mad rush of this genera- 
tion to destroy itself, our hearts 
will be broken, our tears will flow, 
our steps shall be ordered of God. 
Surely God will see His people in 
heart searchings and strong cry- 
ings. Surely as we honestly face 
our. sins, there shall be confession 
and forsaking all over our land of 
our sins. It is time that we quit 
saying that revival would come if 
others would repent. It is time 
we should say with solemn deter- 
mination, ‘‘My sins shall not pre- 
vent God’s blessing.” 

It is. alarmingly true that sin 
finds Christians out in this life. 


Ir. But It Is Likewise True 
That Sin Will Find the Chris- 
tian Out in the Life to Come! 

There are two tremendous facts 
in this connection that demand our 
earnest consideration here. First, 


‘the Christian is to stand before 


Christ at His judgment seat. This 
takes place in the life to come. 
Second, the Christian is to live for 
a long, endless eternity. I charge 
you to give earnest heed to the 
fact that sin will find the Christian 
out at the judgment seat of Christ 
and throughout a long eternity in 
the life to come. 

Consider, therefore, first of all 
some things involved when the 
Christian meets his Saviour and 


Lord at that time when “the Lord 


shall judge His people’ (Heb. 


10:30). 

“” . . we [Christians] must all 
appear before the judgment seat 
of Christ; that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his: body, 
according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad’—II 
Corinthians 5:10. 

We must appear before Him. 
The purpose of that appearance is 
that we may receive the things 
done in our bodies. And then the 
challenging statement is added, 
“according to that he hath done, 
The 
things which we have done in this 
life, in our bodies, will be exam- 
ined by our Lord when we appear 
before Him at His seat of judg- 
ment. How this startling truth 
should stir the. Christian to the 
very roots of his being! The ‘‘bad’’ 
things we have done will rise up 
to confront us there. They will 
find us out. | 

Surely the apostle Paul is think- 
ing of this meeting when. he en- 
treats the saved one to build the 
right superstructure on the foun- 
dation, Christ Jesus. Listen to 
him say, 

“For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ. [Here is salvation. 
It takes a Christian to produce 
Christian character and good 
works.] Now if any man build 
upon this foundation gold, silver, 
precious stones, wood, hay, stub- 
ble; Every man’s [Christian man] 
work shall be made manifest; [our 
works shall find us out] for the 
day shall declare it, because it 
Shall be revealed by fire; and the 
fire shall try every man’s work 
of what sort it is. [Whether good 
or bad.] If any man’s work abide 
[Will yours, my reader?] which 
he hath built thereupon, he shall 
receive a reward. [That is fine, is 
it not?] If any man’s work shall 
be burned, [on the right founda- 
tion, but the wrong building there- 
upon; wood, hay, stubble.] he shall 
suffer. loss: but he himself shall be 
saved; yet so as by fire.” I Cor. 
3:11-15. | 

He shall suffer loss! And this 
loss has terrible significance as 
its consequences are eternal. The 
loss is concerned with rewards. 
. . every man shall receive his 
own reward according to his own 
labour” (I Cor. 3:8). 

Our sins will find us out, there- 
fore, in eternity! We are saved 
from the horrors of Hell by faith 
in Jesus Christ dying for our sins. 


Be assured no one who has such. 


faith will be sent to Hell. But 
from the second we are saved until 
the last amen of our lives as chil- 
dren of God, it is true that our 
reward in eternity is determined 
by our labor down here. How 
happy we are to accept the truth 


that Jesus is coming to reward 
us. But if we believe that, we are 
bound to believe that some shall 
suffer loss at the same time. It 
was our blessed Lord who said, 
“Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: 
But lay up for yourselves treas- 
ures. in‘ heaven; where neither 
moth nor: rust“ doth corrupt; and 
where thieves do ‘not’ break 
through ‘nor steal” (Matt. 6:19- 
20). Remember, this ‘is addressed 
to people who can, by faith in 
Christ, say,:“Our Father.” ‘They 
are already saved, but they are 
urged to send up material for use 
in eternity. They are to lay up 
treasures in Heaven. ‘I''do not 
want to have to wash dishes in 
Glory. I do not want to live in an 
alley up there. Do you? I am to 
be rewarded according to my own 
labor. So are you. Do you think 
you can ‘néglect the great things 
of God’s so great salvation’ and 
not lose by it in eternity? Do 
you realize that no two people 
will be rewarded alike? Each 
shall receive according to his own 
labor and works. 


Listen to some solemn and 
Clarion charactered words from 
our Lord: 


“Then said Jesus unto his disci- 
ples, If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow me. For 
whosoever will save his life shall 
lose it: and whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake shall find it.” 
—Matt. 16:24-25. 


Note carefully that these words 
are addressed to His disciples. 
They are not then meant for the 
unsaved. This is not the plan of 
salvation then. Men do not be- 
come Christians by denying them- 
Selves, taking up the cross and 
following Christ. Verse 25 there- 
fore does not refer to the terrible 
calamity of a lost sinner going to 
Hell. This refers to the terrible 
calamity of a Christian losing out 


his life in this. 


If words have any meaning, if 
our Lord is not a giant and cruel 
deceiver, it will pay the disciple in 
the life to-come if in this life he 


—— 


follows Jesus. It will pay rich 
dividends in the life to come if in 
this life one loses his life in order 
to save it for eternity. 


Today we must resort to the 
embarrassing necessity of making 
distinction between being saved 
and being a disciple. We have 
Christians who do not deny them- 
selvés, who do not die daily, who 
do not follow Christ and who do 
not lose this life that it may be 
saved. But when the time for 
reward receiving comes, they shall 
suffer losses. 

I tell you, the faithful few do 
the praying, the weeping, the wit- 
nessing, the sacrificing that is 
being done today. The many in 
our churches frolic or worry 
(paradoxical as it may be) 
through life. They live unto self. 
They have scarcely a care, and 
never a tear, for the lost. But 
their sins will find them out in 
eternity. They shall suffer loss. I 
warn all who read these words, 


in the next life by seeking to save

It is well to note that the two 
tribes admonished by Moses that 
their sin would find them out, 
were alarmed by that statement, 
went along to battle and their 
possibly contemplated sin did not 
rise up to meet them later. | 

God grant that many of His 
people in our land shall become 
alarmed by the fact that our sins 
find us out and mend our ways. 
Revival would come! 

Out of the great wealth of Bible 
teaching here I mention in closing 
just two things. 


1. We who are saved need to 
set ourselves to the task of fol- 
lowing our Lord. The world dies 
for lack of Christians who have 
not lost their savor; for Christians 
like Jesus; for Christians who 
deny themselves, die to this world, 
go on to the cross, let their lights 
shine; for Christians who weep as 
Jesus wept’ and love as He loved. 
Give us some Christians who, 
when they fall, fall forward; who, 
when they fail, fail because they 
are reaching up to the Bible stand- 
ard of discipleship. God give us 
Christians who want to be holy, 
who want to be perfect, who want 
to rescue the perishing and care 
for the dying. 


2. We who are saved need, as 
we strive im this life for reward in 
the next, to take seriously two 
scriptures. First, “If we would 
judge ourselves, he should not be 


judged” ‘(I Cor. 11:31); second, .“If 


we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our SINS, 
and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness” (I John 1:9). Any 
Christian who takes these two 
admonitions seriously will have a 

daily self-judgment, a daily cleans- 
ing; and we sorely need both. If 
throughout eternity I am to be re- 
warded for this day’s labor, surely 
I will search for hidden leaven in 
my life each day and will apply for 
the cleansing of the blood of Jesus 
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Christ. Then it will be true that 
“Sufficient unto the day is the 
evil thereof.” And we need not go 
on with sins unconfessed and un- 
forsaken, to be lashed by them 
when we face our redeeming Lord 
and. Saviour. 

Peter had the blues one day. He 
had just listened in on the conver- 
sation between our Lord and the 
rich young ruler... He had seen the 
young man, who was certainly a 
bright prospect, sadly walk away. 
‘Jesus had said unte him, “If thou 
wilt be perfect, go and sell that 
thou hast, and give to the poor, 
and thou shalt have treasure in 
heaven: and come and follow me: 


But when the young man heard 


that saying, he went away sorrow- 
ful: for he had great possessions: 
Then said Jesus unto his disciples, 
Verily I say unto you, That a 
rich man shall hardly enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. And again 
I say unto you, It is easier for a 
camel to go through the eye of a 
needle, than for a rich man to 
enter into the kingdom of God” 
(Matt. 19:21-24). 

Peter, with the other disciples, 
was amazed. I am:sure he mulled 
over the strange occurrence. Fin- 
ally, with his customary boldness, 


he said to the Lord, ‘How about 


us? What is going to happen to 
us? What will we get out of all 
this?’ In the language of Scrip- 
ture we hear him. say, “Behold, 
we have forsaken all, and followed 
thee; what shall we have there- 
fore?” Note well that our Lord 
does not rebuke him. His was a 
human and legitimate question. 
Every Christian has consciously or 
unconsciously asked it. It is well 
that we do. Listen to the answer 
of the Lord; “And Jesus said unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, That 
ye which have followed me, in the 
regeneration when the Son of man 
shall sit in the throne of his glory, 
ye also shall sit upon twelve 
thrones, judging the twelve tribes 
of Israel.

‘VET. ‘How to Restore Lost 
| “Love and Happiness in 

| Marriage 

| There is an alternative-to di- 
vorce. If love has grown: cold 
between husband and wife, if dis- 
agreement has taken the place of 
the sweet harmony they expected, 
and if there is such conflict be- 
tween mates that the future 
seems to promise only misery and 
insufferable contention, divorce is 
not the remedy. I promise you 
faithfully, and will prove my 
point by the Word of God, that 
there is a way to restore love and 
happiness in the home. 


The .Bible commands, “Hus- 
bands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself. for it” (Eph. 5:25), 
And again the Scripture says, 
“So ought man to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that lov- 
eth his wife loveth himself” (Eph. 
5:28). 


It is the plain duty of husbands 
to love their wives. Not to do so 
is a sin. If God requires husbands 
to love their wives as a solemn 
duty, then husbands can love 
their wives, always. God never 
requires what He does not make 
possible. God never commands the 
impossible. Husbands ought to 
love their wives, so husbands can 
love their wives. And the start- 
ling thing about God’s command 
is that a husband’s love for his 
wife is to be like Christ‘s love for 
the church, an unselfish and holy 
love even for those who do not 
déserve it! God’s people are so 
frail’'and weak and sinful that 
it is only God’s mercy, God’s 
goodness that makes Him love 
ius. And the Scripture commands 
that husbands are to love their 
wives like that, “Even as Christ 
also loved the church, and gave 
himself for it.” Every husband 
who does right will find that 
God will help him love his wife, 
even if she has grieved him, even 
if she is disobedient and rebelli- 
ous and unlovely in her attitude. 
Husbands -need not break the 
marriage nor give up the home 
since God will help them to love 
their wives. 


Likewise, aged women are com- 
manded “that they may teach the 
young women to be sober, to love 
their husbands” (Titus 2:4). 
Wives ought to love their hus- 
bands. Wives who do not love 
their husbands may be taught to 
love their husbands! So no wife 
need think that divorce or con- 
tinued unhappiness together is 
inevitable. She can learn to love 
her husband again. Oftentimes 
wives whose lives have been made 
bitter by a husband's sin and 
abuse and neglect have learned 
to love their husbands with a 
deeper, more abiding love than 
that which thrilled their hearts in 
courtship days. God never com- 
mands the impossible. If God says 
that women are to love their hus- 
bands, says that older women 
should teach younger women to 
love their husbands, then wives 
can learn again to love their hus- 
bands who have grieved them. 
Lack of love is no reason for di- 


_lvoree. People who ought to love 


one another can learn to love one 
another. ~- - 


the breaking of marriage. First 
Corinthians 7:39 says, “The wife 
is bound by the law as long as 
her husband liveth.” First Cor- 
inthians 7:10, says, “And unto 
the marriéd I command, yet not 


I, but the Lord, Let not the wife

depart from her husband.” Even 
to a woman who has an unsaved 
husband God’s Word says, “If he 


be pleased to dwell with her, tet 
her not’ leave him” (I Cor. 7:13). 


‘If God insists’ that the home must 


go off, then a loving God will 
give grace for the problems of 


‘the home and give grace to meet 


the temptations and troubles that 


‘married life brings. Since God 


refuses the right of divorce to 
Christians, surely He knows how 
to restore’the happiness and joy 
of marriage. 

' Paul had a ‘thorn in the flesh.’ 
I do not know what is was, but 
it must have been as bad as the 
irritations and distress which 
Christians often suffer in an un- 
happy marriage. To Paul God 
said, “My grace is sufficient for 
thee: for my strength is made 
perfect in weakness” (II Cor. 
12:9). God has grace enough for 
troubled Christians. God can help 
people do right in times of temp- 
tations. If God does not have 
grace enough to help a Christian 
to repair his unhappy home re- 
lationships; if God does not have 
grace enough to help a Christian 
wife love her husband, and a 
Christian husband love his wife, 
and to help them both maintain 
their marriage and their happi- 


iness in some respect, and the 


security and welfare of their chil- 
dren by avoiding divorce, then 


| oaadlanits: is not the all suffi- 
cient answer to man’s problems 
that it claims to be and that 
others have found it to be. Chris- 
tians can have grace and help 
from God to meet their problems 
and to make home happy. Let me 
suggest some ways to restore hap- 
piness and love in the home, and 
avoid divorce. 


1. Let husband and wife both 
determine that the home shall be 
kept inviolate; that they will 
maintain love and keep their mar- 
riage vows and ties at any cost 
im the world. Love has much to 
do with maintaining a happy 
home. But a Christian’s love for 
God ought to be greater than his 
love for wife or husband. And 
love for God involves another 
word that, for the happiness of 
the home, is greater. Love for 
God means duty, and duty in the 
home is a greater safeguard of 
happiness than is sex attraction 
and the fluctuating selfish love of 
a husband and wife one for the 


other. Does some young couple 
think that they love one another 
so much that they will always be 
happy? Do they think that their 
love is so great that there will 
never be a cross word, never a 


bitter difference of opinion, never 
wounded pride nor flaming an- 
ger? If so, they afe mistaken. 
The people who get divorces were 
once just as earnest in their love 
as other people. Love. by itself 
is not a sufficient basis for. mar- 
riage.. Real character has more 
to do with ihe, happiness. of mar- 
riage than love. Blessed is the 
woman who has a husband. who 
owns that he has a duty to God 
and who steadfastly and unflinch- 
ingly determines that he will do 
right, whether he is happy or 
not; that he will do right whetNer 
he feels like doing right or not. 
When a husband and wife decide 
that this marriage has to last, 
that they are bound by solemn 
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vows in the sight of God and 
men, and that character and re- 
putation and their welfare 
through life and the welfare of 
their children is involved, then 
the happiness and success of mar- 
ried life can be maintained. 


We were young, my bride and 
I, and very happy. But she was 
an only daughter, and I an opin- 
ionated young preacher’ with 
strong convictions and, no doubt, 
with many selfish ways. Inevi- 
tably there were clashes of 


. Opinion and of wills. True love 


does not make people more than 
human, and does not take away 
all temptation. 


Once my wife said to me, “I 
am going to tell your father on 
you, see if I don’t!” Once she 
sadly said, “I am afraid we will 
raver make a go of it. There are 
just too many things on which 
we don’t agree.” 


I answered, “Whether. we get 
along or not, we are going to 
make a go of it. We are married, 
and we are going to stay mar- 
ried, and we are going to love 
one another and adjust ourselves 
to one another, come what may. 
We took solemn vows to do that, 
and we owe it to our God to do 
that, and that is what we are 
going to do.’ 


I was young, but I knew that 
marriage is for better or for 
worse and until death parts those 
who take one another as husband 
and wife. And I thank God we 
have found out as every other 
man and woman can find out, 
that love can come out victori- 
ous, and duty can make any mar- 
riage happy, if husband and wife 
will simply have character enough 
to do right and try to get: along. 


2. Both husband and wife 


should get right with God, trust- 


ing Christ as Saviour and Lord. 
Regeneration, a new heart given 
from God to a penitent sinner who 
trusts Christ for salvation, will 
do more than anything else in 
the world can do to make a happy 
home. All over America I have 
found cases, literally thousands of 
them, where the home was unhap- 
py and miserable until husband 
and wife accepted Christ as Savi- 
our and set out to live for Him. 
Then character was made stable 
and strong. Then moral standards 
were such as would please any 
wife in her husband, and please 
any husband in his wife. When 
Christ comes in, happiness comes 
in. Dissension, selfishness, quar- 
relling can be conquered when 


one has Christ in the heart and 
follows the leading of the sweet 


Spirit of God who abides in every 
Christian. If one reads this who 
is having trouble in the home, 
consider earnestly that. your first 
need is to have your heart made 
right. If the husband is saved, 
and the wife is not, let the hus- 
band set out to win his wife to 
Christ. If she will learn to trust 
her husband’s Saviour, and give 
her heart to God and live for 
Him, then she will have the grace 
to love her husband and make 
home happy. If the wife be saved, 
and the husband be unsaved, let 
her earnestly seek to help him 
know the Saviour with forgive- 
ness and peace in his heart. That 
will help cure his drunkenness, his 
selfishness, his unloveliness. A 
new convert will not be auto- 
matically cured of all faults, but 
he will have a heart that wants 
to do right. How many, many 
homes have been made happy 
when Christ came in to dwell in 
the hearts of the husband and 
wife! 

This one point is more im- 
portant than anything else in the 
making of a happy home. So I 
suggest if husbands and wives 
have trouble, they should ask 
some man of God to show them 
the way to trust in Christ from 


the Scriptures; and each should 
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definitely set out to live for God, 
depending on Him for forgiveness 
and salvation, and following His 
will, as revealed in the Word of 
God. 

8. The wnhappy home should 
turn to the Word of God and 
prayer. After people have trusted 
Christ for salvation, they need 
to read the Word of God, to learn 
what God would have them do. 
There is life and happiness and 
blessing in the Word of God. A 
family altar set up in the home 
(that is, a regular season of wor- 
ship with prayer and Scripture) 
will do much to iron out the diffi- 
culties. and to establish a. basis 


of mutual confidence and respect. 


and singleness of heart. Then if 
husband and wife pray together, 
confess their sins and failings to 
each other and to God, and pray 
one for another, it will help them 
to love one another and to be 


patient one with the other. God. 


answers prayer and will make 
Himself felt in the home. God 
gives blessings to the home where 
prayer is wont to be made and 
where the Word of God is read 
and followed. 


4. The troubled home can often 
find sweet happiness when God 
sends little children. Plan for chil- 
dren to make the home happy. 
It is God’s appointed plan that 
marriage should produce children. 
If for selfish reasons a husband 
and wife have not been willing 
to have children, I warn you that 
your childlessness may lead to 
dissatisfaction, selfishness, a sense 
of frustration and emptiness that 
may ruin your marriage. So, if 
you can, have children. Pray God 
to give little ones. Open your 
hearts to the love they will bring 
and give the love they will call 
for. The mutual love of a hus- 
band and wife for each other and 
their children will hold them to- 
gether when many other things 
would fail. Ofttimes a husband 
and wife who cannot have chil- 
dren should adopt one or two 


ichildren and unite in the love 


and care of the little ones. More 
often, perhaps, if they earnestly 


|pray, God will give children to the 


hungry hearts and arms of: a 
husband and wife, and God will 
thus unite them more completely 
in a bond that will not be broken 
on earth. 

5. Let the husband set out to 
be the godly example and head 
of the home. I do not mean that 
a husband should suddenly de- 
termine to be the boss, without 
checking up on his own character 
and making holy resolves about 
his own duties. Let a man set 
out to be what God wants a hus- 
band and father to be. Let him 


|prove to the wife and children 


and to the world that he is God's 
good man, holy and clean in his 
life, devout and prayerful and 
humble and loving in his con- 
tacts with others. Then let him 
guide the home in prayer, in 
Bible study and church going, and 
in loving kindness, as well as in 
discipline. The man who takes 
upon him lovingly and with 
trembling humility the place of 
leadership in the home will usu- 
ally find that God will help him. 
It will not always be easy for a 
wife to obey him, but at least 
she will respect him, and God will 
give him the leadership, in most 
cases, to maintain a happy home 
and marriage. 

6. Wives who want happy homes 
should set out to be subject to 
their husbands, obey them, rever- 
ence them. Elsewhere in this book 
we have discussed the plain com- 
mands of God that a wife should 
be subject to her husband, sub- 
mit to her husband, be obedient to 
her husband, and reverence her 
husband. I will not repeat the 
Scriptures nor the argument that 
make it essential for a godly wife 


{to so submit herself to her hus- | tus 
band in humble obedience. Here 


I only want to say that this is 
the way to renewed love. This is 
the way to restored happiness. 
This is the way to harmony. 
Yesterday a letter came to me 


| from a woman with an unsaved 


husband. She told me of the bitter 
years of rebellion against her hus- 
band. She told me how her hus- 
band had gone into deep sin, how 
he had more and more interfered 
with her worship and service for 
God, and how at last he had 
definitely planned to leave her, 
his wife, and children. Then she 
told me how my book, Bobbed 
Hair, Bossy Wives, and Women 
Preachers, had fallen into her 
hands and how on reading the 
Scriptures contained therein she 
had seen her mistake and failure, 
had confessed her sin to God and 
to her husband, and had set out 
to please him. Now she writes 
me to say that her husband feels 
so drawn to her that he cannot 
leave though he had planned to. 
And strangely enough she says, 
“I find that the more I submit 
myself to my husband and try to 
make him happy and please him, 
the more liberty I have, the more 
he wants me to have my way.” 
The husband has now made full 
confession of his sins against the 
marriage. He has not yet been 
saved, but fellowship between the 
husband and wife has been re- 
stored, and his respect for her, 
his independence on her has 
steadily growh. Meantime she 
finds that her love is warm and 
unselfish and tender, and she has 
a holy yearning for her unsaved 
husband. She not only loves him, 
but she longs to see him saved. 
She prays for him with confidence 
and faith. God is restoring the 
happiness, and I believe will even- 
tually save that poor, 
verted husband, and make the 
home perfectly happy. 

A year ago I got a similar let- 
ter from another woman in an-

and wife, the son’s attitude be- 
eame more normal, and he be- 
came more obedient and respect- 
ful. God’s peace began to come 
in the home. Oh, dear wife, with 
a rebellious spirit, I plead with 
you to humble your heart and 
be subject to your husband as 
God has commanded. That is the 
way to happiness, the way to re- 
stored love, the way to fullness 
of joy in marriage. 

Normally some eighty-six per 
cent of all divorces in America 
are gotten by wives, with not over 
fourteen per cent gotten by hus- 
bands according to recent news 
releases. Now, with servicemen 
returning from overseas, and 
having their first chance to be 
freed from unfaithful wives, or 
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Sometimes from faithful ones, 
seventy-five per cent of divorces 
are still gotten by women. It 
seems certain that the greatest 
Single cause of unhappiness in 
homes and of divorce is rebellion 
on the part of the wife. Many a 
husband turns to drink, keeps 
company with lewd women, breaks 
his marriage vows, because he 
feels that he has been cheated. 
The woman who promised to love 
and honor and obey him till] death 
should part them has not put him 
first. She has insisted on her own 
will and way. Many a man would 
not put it into words perhaps, but 
he feels that he is no more break- 
ing his marriage vows in being a 
whoremonger than his wife breaks 
the marriage vows in refusing to 
obey him. Wives cannot win their 
husbands either for the Lord or 
for themselves if they do not learn 
to submit to their husbands and 
to obey them. Real godliness in 
a Christian woman will enable her 
to do what God has required her, 
yielding submission and _ loving 
obedience to her husband. 

It is true that the Scripture 
commands that older women are 
to teach younger women to love 
their husbands (Titus 2:4). But 
the Bible does not say much about 
wives loving their husbands. It 
Says a great deal about wives sub- 
mitting themselves to their hus- 
bands, about obedience and humil- 
ity on the part of wives. You may 
be sure that the dear God who 
commands a woman to obey her 
husband will teach her heart to 
love the one whom she really 
makes her lord. Sarah obeyed 
her husband, calling him lord, we 
are told in I Peter 3:6. So there 
was never any doubt of Sarah’s 
love. Where the will goes, the 
heart will follow. God will help 
any woman’s heart to love her 
husband if she will turn her will 
to the obedience which God com- 
mands. 

It was rebellion that took the 
archangel Lucifer out of Heaven 
and. made him into Satan, the 
enemy of. God. Rebellion | has 
broken most of the homes ever 
broken by failing love and di- 
vorce. Wives, love your husbands; 
and if that seem hard, obey them, 
and let God put love in your 
hearts. 

7. Let wives and husbands woo 
one another and continually ex- 
press their love. In Ephesians 
5:22-33 God discusses the duties 
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of husbands and wives to each 
other. Those are strong counsels 
and commands, and they should 
be earnestly learned and followed 
by those who want a happy home. 
But we should remember that that 
passage is prefaced by these 
words: “Submitting yourselves one 
to another in the fear of God.” So 
I suggest that every husband woo 
his wife. Continually set out to 
make her happy. Continually try 
to delight her heart, to show your 
love. You may not have money 
for the gifts that other men bring. 
The candy, the flowers, the pic- 
tures, the jewels that you would 
like to bring, perhaps you. cannot 
afford. But the one thing your 
wife would delight in most, you 
can give. You can tell her that 
you love her. Caresses are cheap, 
and yet a little love-making, a 
little time for fellowship and 
courtship between husband and 
wife will do much to maintain the 
happiness of the home. Let the 
flower of love be watered with 
true courtesy, with loving kind- 
ness, with words of praise, and 
it will bloom beautifully. This is 
Christian and right, but it is also 
wonderfully effective and happy. 


Let the wife see that she makes 
home happy. What God requires 
is not a cold and a austere obedi- 
ence. What husbands want is not 
the meticulous service of a slave. 
A husband wants devotion, wants 
sincere heart desire to please and 
make him happy. The wife whose 
love is often spoken and always 
shown by her service, the normal 
and proper meed of admiration 
and praise and deference to the 
head of the home, will find her 
cares richly repaid. Let husbands 
and wives woo one another. 


Wife, is it hard to love your 
husband? You loved him once! 
You found then certain qualities 
of mind, certain attractive ways 
that seemed to you irresistible. 
And if you let. him go, some other 
woman will find him just as at- 
tractive and brave and wonderful 


not let him be again your lover? 
Why not forgive the wrong, for- 
get the past, and set out to love 
where you ought to love? © God 
will make home sweet. and. leve 
will blossom again, when Chris- 
tians do right. 

8. Ask God for a holy love to- 
ward the mate you ought to love. 
It may seem that human measures 
cannot restore the shattered love. 
It may be that sin has made all 
that once seemed so fine and beau- 
tiful and sweet into a shambles, 
into wreck and ruin. Can a 
woman love a bleary-eyed drunk- 
ard as she loved the strong, happy 
young man who won her years 
ago? Can a man love the profane, 
nagging shrew with bitter face as 
he loved the same woman when 
she was a fair-faced girl with lov- 
ing words and kind heart? I 
answer back that God will help 
people to love those they ought 
to love. Go to God in prayer and 
ask him for a loving heart! 

As I dictated this chapter, my 
daughter said, “Can there be love 
when there is not respect?” 

I answered, “God loves sinners 
who do not and cannot deserve 
His respect. Many a mother loves 
a drunken, profane son, loves him 
all the more passionately because 
he has broken her heart so many 
times. Love that is unselfish, love 
that is godly, can be deep and 
powerful even where there is not 
much room for respect.” 
“Unselfish love, love that longs 
to bless, love that holds on when 
it is spurned and despised, is the 
kind that God can give and main- 
tain, when the unity of husband 
and wife has been broken by sin. 
So I say to husband and wife in 
the home where the happiness is 
threatened, go to God in earnest 
prayer. Ask God to give you the 
loving heart that will love those 
you ought to love however far 
short they have come of your 
ideal, however much they have 
abused your kindness and have 
broken your heart.

and be buried among savages, in 
order that she might win a few 
precious souls to the Saviour;

love an unworthy husband? Or 
could not God who helps Christian 
workers to love loathesome lepers 
with misshapen bodies and stink- 
ing sores, teach a husband to love 
his unlovely wife? Jesus com- 
manded, “But I say unto you, Love 
your enemies, bless them that 
curse you, do good to them that 
hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you, and persecute 
you” (Matt. 5:44). If every

earth? So go to God in prayer, in 
Jesus’ name, and beseech Him to 
put in your heart the love that 
a Christian wife ought to have for 
her husband, and that a Christian 
husband ought to have for his 
wife. 

Always God can restore the 
love and happiness of marriage if 
men and women are willing to 
come God’s way and maintain the 
marriage instead: of taking the 
cowardly way out by divorce.
